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Territory. A glance at the index reveals more than sixty references to 
Oregon with nearly as many to the Hudson's Bay Company and a goodly 
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Historical Society of Southern California. In addition to articles of 
direct bearing upon the local field are several papers of a more general 
interest. Among the latter may be noted: "Events leading to the Chi- 
nese exclusion act"; "Drake on the Pacific Coast"; and "Anti- Japanese 
legislation in California." 
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
